KENTUCKY WILL BE MECCA 



STATISTICS OF THE JUAREZ MEETING 



ALL READY AT JAMESTOWN 



RACING IN BLUE GRASS STATE OF UNUSUAL 
IMPORTANCE THIS YEAR. 

Piesident of New Louisville Jockey Club Sees In Pros- 
pect Greatest Meeting Ever Held at Churchill 
Downs — Influx of Horses to Begin This Week. 



Louisville, Ky., April 4. — The eyes of turfiuen 
throughout America are turning towards Churchill 
Downs, where, on May 13, the spring race meeting 
of the New Louisville Jockey Club will be iuaugur- 
Mi.d for :• nm <>r 2 :: days. 

With the ban on the sport on the metropolitan 
courses and the winter campaigns closed moat horse- 
men in the south and west ami many in the east are 
preparing to ship their racers to Kentucky for the 
J/cxiugton. Louisville and Latonia meetings. Prom 
Juarez will come the crack j>erforniers of winter 
racing. There a majority of tin* tiectcst thorough- 
breds in training have l*ccn in action, and these in- 
clude some horses raced in California until hostile 
legislation banished them to the Mexican track. 
Fifteen cars will is* used to transport to Churchill 
Downs the horses raced there. They will arrive in 
Louisville the last part of this week. Owners. 
i miners and jockeys will arrive at stbout tht* same 
time from the Mexicau course. Then will follow 
ihc arrival of horse specials from the Florida cours- 
es and before April 15 Louisville will be the mccca 
for representative turfmen from all sections. 

It is expected by Charles F. Grainger, president of 
the New' Louisville Jockey Club, that no less than 
1.500 horses will be ready to compete at Churchill 
Downs in the twelve big stakes and the overnight 
races, the values of which will lie increased. Pres- 
ident Grainger, never over-sanguine, declares the 
prospects for a meeting of superior quality were 
never brighter. This conclusion is based upon facts 
and conditions. The high water, mark in stake en- 
tries this spring justifies his conclusions, for the 
total of 1.13& entries, or an average of 95 to the 
stake, is evidence of increased interest. Last year 
the entries totaled-890. The suspension of racing iu 
Neifr York is another potent reason. Kentucky re- 
mains us one of the great strongholds of the turf 
iu America. Despite the Ill-advised legislation iu 
many states against racing. Kentucky will remain 
loyal to the t borough bred which has done much to 
spread the fame of tin* state throughout the world. 
For generations the Kentucky Derby has stood high 
among American turf eveuts and will continue to. 
This spring the race promises to l>o in keeping with 
the traditions of this great contest. At this time 
the favorite for the $6,000 prize is Round the 
World, a filly, but time and conditions may work 
changes lieforo the Derby field faces the flag. Per- 
haps eight or nine eligibles will go to the post. 
Among those most likely to start, in addition to 
Round the World, are Governor Gray, Captain J. T. 
Williams' American Derby winner. Sterlin. Reach 
Sand. Captain Carmody, La C Mexican, La bold and 
Sir Dawn. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA RACING DETAILS. 

Vancouver. R. C.. April 4. — The prospects for a 
successful season were never brighter in the annals 
of the British Columbia turf. The three leading 
thoroughbred associations of the Province have con- 
ferred and will make concerted efforts to place Brit- 
ish Columbia racing this year upon a high plane. 
Since the organization of the Victoria Country Club 
and tin* British Columbia Thoroughbred Association 
and the construction of the Minoru Park race course, 
iu 5909. racing has made vast strides iu popular local 
favor, and there are now probably one hundred thor- 
oughbreds owned and distributed through the Prov- 
ince. 

The attendance of the public at the race meetings 
of these organizations has always boon large and of 
a representative nature. The summer climate of 
British Columbia is unsurpassed for racing and train- 
ing purposes. Horses do exceptionally well here. 
. F«*ed is moderate and transportation facilities to tin* 
tracks excellent. Immediately after the close of 
the meidings of the Victoria Country Club and Brit- 
ish Columbia Thoroughbred Association, the Vancou- 
ver and Victoria Exhibition Associations hold their 
meetings, at both of which exceedingly liberal purses 
will be offered for running horses.

Wade McLcmore. thank" principally to 
t lie wonderful racing qualities exhibited by his 
crack mare. Meadow, heads the list of uioney-win- 
ning owners, with $14,250 to his credit, which is 
just a trifle more than the amount won by J. YV. 
Schorr, the leading owner of the Jacksonville meet- 
ing, which ran for a similar length of time. II. U. 
Brandt stands second among the successful owners 
at Juarez with stable earnings of $13,107; \W. G. 
Yanke is third with $10,540 and G. M. Odom is 
fourth with $10,055.

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EASTERN RACING SEASON SCHEDULED TO 
OPEN TODAY AT VIRGINIA COURSE. 

Weather Is Pleasant, But Track Will Be Heavy 
From Downpour of Monday — Indications Point 
to Successful Meeting. 



Norfolk, Y T a., April 4. — The spring meeting of the 
Jamestown Jockey Club, which is scheduled to open 
tomorrow, promises to lx? most successful. La,te 

trains from the north gnd south have brought largo 
delegat ions of race-goers and all tin 1 - hotels are 
crowded. There are a couple of thousand followers 
of the sport already here and more are due to 
arrive tomorrow morning. Starter Mars Cassidy 
did not arrive tonight, hut lie will be here early 
tomorrow. Frank J. Bryan. Herman Conklin, Freil 
Gerbardy, Edward Cole and the other officials are 
on baud. 

Tin* track, although heavy, promises to he much 
improved for tin* oponiug day. tin* weather having 
cleared. The indications are fur bright sunshine on 
Wednesday. The steeplechase <-ours«- Inis ln*eu re- 
modeled and put in good condition and the jumping 
events will be one of the strong attractions here 
this spring. There are about 430 horses here and 
the overflow have been stabled at the exposition 
park about a mile and a quarter from the course. 

The horse special from Jacksonville arrived about 
five o’clock this evening. All the horses shipped 
well. Several of them are carded to start iu the 
different races tomorrow. The two sprint races 
filial epee tally well, hut light fields are naimsh to 
go in the races which call for a juurnev of a mile 
or over.

WILSON STRING IN GOOD CONDITION. 

New York, April 4. — It. T. Wilson, president of 
I lie Saratoga Association for the Improvement of the 
Breed of Horses. ' accompanied by Andrew Miller, 
steward of the Jockey Club, spent several hours yes- 
terday nftermxm looking over his horses at Belmont 
Park. Shortly after Mr. YY’ilson’s arrival trainer 
Thomas J. Healey worked a set of nine two-year- 
olds a quarter of a mile. This lor has been under 
saddle jogging and cantering since the middle of 
January. The track exercise, of at least a fortnight, 
has fitted the youngsters admirably, and they moved 
through the stretch iu a business-like manner. The 
short dash was done in pairs at an average speed of 
te wn t y -sc ven sen >nds. 

Futurity, the handsome bay son of Ormondalo — • 
Futurita. and the star of the colts last fall, has re- 
tained his symmetrical linos. He is a fast colt with 
a smooth way of going. 

New ltivcr. a hay cult by Yankee— Lucy Glitters, 
also i>ossesses the conformation and speed of a good 
one. 

Roine Margot, the only filly in the collection, is 
nicely turned. She is a bright chestnut by Mexican 
—Lady Navarre. 

The hay colt Devilstono. by Y'ankoe — Doviltroe, is 
a well-balanced fellow. The stable seems strong in 
the juvenile division. 

The oliler horses are doing well and will be readv 
for racing at Pimlico. Olambala. winner of the Sub- 
urban. Commonwealth, Brighton. Saratoga and Cham- 
plain Handicaps, looks even hotter than he did at a 
cm responding time last year. Naushon. winner of tin* 
Expectation, United States Hotel and colt’s end of 
the Matrou Stakes, is a rugged horse with a deter- 
mined way of finishing. 

The stable has been particularly fortunate in es 
caping illness of any nature and little was done in 
the way of tiring or blistering. Trainer Ileaiev will 
start the spring racing with a string of sound anil 
lit horses. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Silas YVitch is preparing Mrs. Payne Whitnev’s 
Web Carter for the jumping races at Pimlico. He 
also has taken up Harry K. Vingut’s speedy jumper 
Waterspceil, which had been running out during the 
winter. 

R. J. Long, who built Kenilworth track at Buffalo, 
several Chicago tracks and various other western 
courses, has gone to Salt Lake City to supervise the 
construction of the new track to be established at 
Lagoon, near that city. 

George Archibald, who is under contract to ride 
for It. F. Carman this season, arrived at Belmont 
Park from Oakland a few days ago. He will assist 
in the preparation of Mr. Carman’s big string, 
which is getting ready for the spring meeting at 
Lexington. 

The story comes from Washington that almost any 
fair day Rosel>en. the famous sprinter, may be seen 
on the boulevards of the national capital with Miss 
YVadsworth. daughter of former Congressman James 
YY’. YVadsworth. in the saddle. The horse was pre- 
sented to Mr. YVadsworth by Davy Johnson when his 
usefulness as a racer ceased. 

Bartlett McLennan’ s horses, in charge of trainer 
William Hogan, are doing wonderfully well in their 
early gallops this spring at Belmont Park. Agent, 
winner of the Champion and last year’s YY’hitney Me- 
morial. is in fine fettle. He came to hand nicely 
and is more forward than he was last spring. Sat- 
urday he worked three-quarters in 1:19$. Brush- 
broom is rounding to and will race better than he did 
last summer, in his traiuer’s opinion. 

MEXICAN JOCKEY CLUB OFFICERS. 

Washington. I). C., April 4. — Advices have 

reached Washington announcing the election of 
Seuor Jose Yves Limantour as president of the 
Mexico City Jockey Club anil chairman of its hoard 
of directors for the ensuing year. Sebastian Co 
macho and Guillermo da Lauda y Escaudon, who are 
equally piguuinent iu Mexican affair, have been 
elected vice-presidents. This, along with the fact 
that Seuor Limantour is minister of finance and the 
man to whom American investors and the United 
States government look to bring order out of chaos 
in Mexican affairs, indicates the favor with which 
racing is treated in that neighboring republic. The 
club has just completed a fine mile and a half track.

KING GEORGE TO RACE IN IRELAND. 



It Is reported from London that King George will 
run a couple of horses at the race meeting at Leop- 
ardstown on July 10. This meeting lias been spe- 
cially arranged by King George’s wish iu connection 
with the royal visit to Ireland, and he aud the 
queen will be present. This will be the first occa- 
sion on which his Majesty’s colors will be carried on 
the Irish turf. King Edward was, of course, an 
active supporter of racing iu Ireland, and always 
had a few steeplechasers in training with G. W. 
Lusbfngton at Coiiynghain Lodge, The Curragh. His 
famous steeplechaser. Ambush II., was trained there 
when lie won the Grand National. The best horse 
King Edward ran iu Ireland in the last few years 
was Flaxman, which won a considerable number of 
races and was believed at one time to have a great 
chance of winning the Grand National. King Ed- 
ward was foud of Irish racing and never missed an 
opportunity of going to a meeting when ho was in 
Ireland. King George has no horses in training in 
Ireland at present, so that tliose selected to run at 
Leopardstown will be drawn from ibe string trained 
by Richard Marsh at Everton House. Newmarket, 
leopards town, which is close to Dublin, is one of 
ihe most beautiful race courses in the British Em- 
pire.. 

DISAGREEABLE CONDITIONS AT PENSACOLA. 



Pensacola. Fla.. April 4. -Showers fell throughout 
the morning and threatening weather continued in 
the afternoon, which materially lessened today’s 
crowd at Kupfrian Park, the attendance being con- 
fined practically to the regulars.

Glenside, 
i Shady Girl and Mount Prospect’s Fortune. Hercules 
[II. and Foolhardy . a long way behind, being tin* 
only others iu the race. Going into tin* country 
again Rathnally Joined the leader, and Glenside was 
third. Mount Prospect’s Fortune made a bud blunder 
at the regulation ditch and came down at the next 
fence. Precentor had previously fallen, and when, 
at the fence after Hecher’s Brook. Caubeen and 
Rathnally came down. Shady Girl and Glenside were 
practically the only ones left iu the race, the re- 
mounted Foolhardy l»eing a quarter of a mile be- 
hind the pair, siiady Girl fell nbotil a mile from 
home and. Glenside going on alone, won by twenty 
lengths from Rathnally. which beat Shady Girl by 
three lengths for second place. Foolhardy was tin* 
[only other to finish. Time, 19:35. Glenside was at 
20 lo 1 in tin* betting, but this was because he had 
fallen sick some three weeks back and was not 
thought to In* sufficiently recovered to have much 
ehaiu-e. Prior to his falling sick lie had lieen one 
of the ante-post favorites. 

The death occurred the other day at the Kilitorry 
Stud. County .Meatli, of Winktield. which belonged 
to \\\ C. SnUfvau. Foaled in 1885. ho was by 
! Rarcaldinc. out of Chaplet, by IVeadsmau, ami. fol- 
lowing a useful career on the turf, lie made a big 
mark in tin* stud, where he sired numerous winners, 
including Winkfield’s Pride. Bachelor’s Button. Lis- 
eartoin, Kilberry. The Page. King tie Id. The Solicitor. 
Green Tree. Royal Winktield. The Almanac, Likely 
Bird, Valcnza (dam of Valens), Bachelor's Fancy, 
etc. 

The Grand National Steeplechase horse Rathnally 
is the subject of a lawsuit in Dublin. The late Mr. 
Watson, w ho bred Rathnally. gave him to Oliver 
Jones, but failed to execute a deed of gift. Now 
the widow of tin* breeder is suing for a share in the 
horse, which, she considers, belongs to her late hus- 
band's estate. 

A hospital lias been erected at the roar of the 
paddock at Sandown Park, which will bear favorable 
comparison with anything of the kind to be found 
on a race course The central apartment contains 
three iteds, and the surgical appliances at hand em- 
brace every thing that is likely to be of service ii» 
the most serious accident. Attached are sitting and 
bedrooms for a nurse, also a completely equipped 
kitchen. All the apartments are warmed by means 
of radiators. 

Ft. Gris, the sire of the Grand National winner. 
Glenside. was one of two liorses which defeated Fly- 
ing Fox. the event being the Imperial Produce Stakes 
at Kemp ton Park. 

W. Saxby has accepted a retainer to ride first 
jockey for the FoxlUll Stable this season. 

Mr. Fairie will have third claim on the services 
of F. Wootton during the present racing season, the 
fee paid being $5,000. 

TRAINING OPERATIONS AT GRAVESEND. 

New York, April 4. — Nearly all the horsemen 
quartered at the Gravesend course of the Brooklyn 
Jockey (lub are preparing their horses for racing 
at Pimlico. Superintendent James Dumpliv lias 
spared no pains to have the track proper in its best 
eondit ion. Some weeks ago lie put on scrapers, 
floats and harrows to work and the result is gratify- 
ing to trainers. Many horses have worked halves in 
52 or better aud will lie ready. 

George Cornuell. trainer for the Quincy Stable. i* 
handling six horses this spring. The older liorses 
in the barn are Everett. Warbler and Sir Raymond. 
They have had steady preparatory exercise for sev 
oral weeks. The two-year-olds trainer Cornnell is 
preparing for the spring racing are: Blue Thistle, 

b. e. by Blues — Wild Thistle: Master Edwin, b. c. 
by Coutestor — Black Witch, and Golly Igo, b. g. by 
Gone Coon — Casandria. This trio of youngsters aro 
of splendid proportions and gave ample evidence of 
speed last fall. 

Con Leighton is training three two-year-olds for 
Mr. Earle. They are particularly good looking young- 
sters and are going well in their gallops. They in- 
clude a chestnut colt by Hermis — Victoria M.: a 
chestnut colt by Gone Coon — The Greek, and a cliest- 
unt filly by Blues — Eucharee. 

George Hamilton’s black son of Disguise. Black 
Friar, is getting a slow preparation. 

Charles Kohler's horses, trained by Frank M. 
Taylor, are getting a careful preparation. Fa ant- 
ic roy and Adams Express have filled out nicely and 
have shown several fast quarters of late. The two 
year-olds Recompense. Sir Marion and Miss Minnie 
will receive their barrier education next week. 
Trainer Taylor wintered George M. Odom’s good 
spriuter. Nimbus, at Gravesend. The horse carries 
more flesh than be did last season and looks well.

FIRST WEEK OF ENGLISH RACING. 



Mercutio’s Lincolnshire — Only One Horse Stands Up 
in the Grand National Steeplechase. 



Iamdtui, Eng.. March 25. — After the customary 
stagnation of winter, admirers of flat racing wel- 
comed the resumption of their beloved sport with 
avidity and flocked to Lincoln aud Liverpool in 
rejoicing thousands. Both meetings were markedly 
successful, the attendance on Lincolnshire Handicap 
day being possibly a record. One feature of the 
opening day was the success of Danny Maher in 
guiding the veteran Swatch to victory in the first fiat 
race of the season of 1911. He also rode the winner 
of the last race of the day and is very fit, riding 
at 118 pounds without trouble. This should mean 
another good year for the crack American rider 
and general favorite. Appropriately enough his 
success in the last race of the day whs on the 
American bred .Shady Joe. by Sombrero — Josie Rood, 
in the Northern Welter Handicap, at 1 3-S miles. 
The principal race of the day. the Batthyany Plate, 
at five furlongs, was contested by sixteen crack 
sprinters and fell to J. B. Renwick’s filly. Stolen 
Kiss, by a bead from the famous Master Hopson, 
which was the favorite at 100 to 30 against. Brax 
ted. a good two-year-old last year, was second choice, 
but made no showing. 

The great race of the meeting, the Lincolnshire 
Handicap, was contested by thirty-two horses aud 
was the outstanding feature of the second day. For 
one reason ami another it had aroused more than 
average interest, and' for at least ten days prior to 
the rare ta tting over it had been hot and heavy, 
with at least a dozen candidates backed to win for 
times. At j>ost time Dalnacrag was a firm favorite 
at 6 to 1. with Mereutio and Helot joint secoad 
choices at 100 to 12. ami Spanish Prince third choice 
at 10 to 1. Mr. Whitney’s New Castle. fancied at 
one time at 20 to 1. was an outsider at 50 to 1. it 
being understood that be was not entirely ready. 

There was a very long delay at the barrier, mainly 
caused by the fraetiousness of Vigilance, whose 
jockey spent most of tire time out of tin* saddle. 
When the tapes finally went up Plaeidus. Cinderello. 
White Owl and Protestant Boy all got off badly, 
whilst Wise Mason and Vigilance were practically 
left. When they hail fairly settled down Bnmdimin- 
tine was welL out by himself, his nearest attendant 
being Span! sir Prince. next to which came Chanteur. 
Mereutio. Long Sot. Helot and Kudorus. Then at a 
slight interval were Sifflct. Louviguy. New Castle. 
Itadis Rose and Plaeidus. At the* end of about 
a half mile Mereutio went into second place and 
gradually closed with the leader, and from this 
point on there were really only two in it. At the 
distance Ringstead began to ride tlie leader, and he 
was headed a few strides further on by Mereutio. 
which won by a length. Spanish Prince was third, 
four lengths behind the second. Long Set was 
fourth. Sifilet fifth. Eudnrus sixth, Falaise II. sev- 
enth. New Castle eighth. Plaeidus ninth. Doninez 
Moi tenth, Helot eleventh: Louvi^uv uext, and Wise 



Mason, General Botha and Ouadi Haifa the last 
three. Time, 1 minute and 43s seconds. 

Mereutio is a bay horse, six years old, by For- 
farshire — Sillabub. He was bred by the well known 
coursing judge. It. A. Brice and was purchased as a 
yearling by J. Byrne for 460 guineas. At two years 
of ago Mercutio’s only success was gaiued in the 
Michaelmas PJale at Manchester, but lie was placed 
on each of the other three occasions on which lie 
ran. The following year he was seen out eight 
times without victory once coming his way: hut 
he was flown at too high game to start with, aud 
subsequently the haudi cappers looked after him too 
well. 

He was unplaced in the Two Thousand Guineas, 
and though a second in the Newmarket Stakes to 
St. Wolf indiucod Couch, who then trained Mm. to 
I liink he held a cliaDce for the Derby, but he failed 
to stay in the latter race. His best performance of 
the year, perhaps, was his third to Eluistead and 
Poor Boy in the Stewards Cup. 

At four years of age he only ran once, when lie 
was unplaced to Duke of Sparta in the Lincolnshire 
Handicap. I>ast year two defeats preceded a win in 
the Derby Welter at Lewes June, and then be se- 
cured the Perkins Memorial Plate at Newcastle 
Summer. Subsequently he was purchased privately 
by his present owner. Charles Hibbert. and carried 
the black, silver braid twice unsuccessfully. Hibbert 
is a daring bookmaker and besides winning over 
$109,000 on his horse laid heavily against the other 
fancied candidates, one bet of $70,000 to $10,000 
against Spanish Prince being a conspicuous example. 

The Americans scored heavily on the third and 
last day of the meeting when H. Do Courcy Forties’ 
Mr. Peeper won the Broeklesby Stakes, the first 
stake race «>f the year for two-year-olds and worth 
$•'5,990 to the winner. Mr. Peeper is a chestnut son 
<d Meddler — Admiration and was bought for Mr. 
Forbes by trainer J. Butters at a sale of Clarence 
Mackay’s yearlings that took place last year at the 
Newmarket July meeting, costing the trifle of $400. 
March IS Butters tried half a dozen of his juveniles 
with the three-year-old Slatiu Pasha, which a week 
previously had defeated a couple of Gurry’s young- 
sters, with the result that' the Broeklesby winner 
beat Fair Relative by three parts of a length, with 
Slatin Pasha a neck behind, third. Evidently the 
trainer considered that there was not a deal to 
choose between his two charges, as both were 
started in the Broeklesby. Singularly enough, too.

Except in handicaps and in races where the 
weights are fixed absolutely in the conditions, mares 
shall be allowed five pounds and geldings three 
pounds. No horse shall carry less than 130 pounds.
